The Indifferent Voter. 

Canada, as well as the I'nited 
Slates, is troubled by the indiffer- 
ent voter, and is trying to devise a 
ay to bring him to the polls. At 
Ottawa the Dominion election com- 
mittee has decided to recommend to 
the House a law whereby any qua - 
i lied voter failing to cast his ballot 
shall be deprived of the right to do 
so at the next general election. No 
one proposes, however, that in 
towns where a majority of the voters 
ay away from the polls at a local 
election, all the voters of that town 
i a 1 1 be dislranchised forever, in- 
uding even the public spirited a i 
jnty who did not record their 
.tts. Such a proposition would 
be laughed at as absurd. Yet that 
is exactly the way that maty per 
sons still reason in regard^!., wo- 
men. The majority of women, we 
told, are indifferent on the suf- 
rage question; and until the ma- 
jority of women wish to vote, the 
public spirited who do wish it must 
be forcibly debarred from the ballot 
box. 

oti&tics show that, except at 
•idential elections, the majority 
of the men in the United States do 
not vote generally. The persons 
ish to cast their ballots are a 
minority, whether among men or 
women. Hut why should the pub 
lie spirited minority among women, 
any more than the public spirited 
minority among men. be debarred 
beause of the indifference 
majority? Only because we 
yet educated up to the point ol 
seeing that sauce for the goose 
sauce for the gander. 

We need at the ballot box ; 
the civic virtue and public-spii 
the country has. Let in thoae 
women who possess these qualities, 
there are thousand of such— and 
most of them will manage to bring 
their husbands to the polls, along 
with them.

don banker, to a AVashington Star 
man at the Arlington. 

"Like the Imperial bank of Ger- 
many, our national banking institu- 
tion destroys its old note by fire; 
but the Bank of Franceand the Unit- 
ed States treasury prefer to destroy 
their old paper currency by chemical 
processes, though the first nu n 
tioned used also to indulge in bank- 
note bonfire?. 

"Every year notes of the face value 
of fl8.OUO.000 are consigned to the 
flame- in the Bank of England fur- 
nace; not all at once, of course, for 
thai would be an operation too long 
and monotonous for the officials who 
must be present to witness it to take 
at one sitting. 

"Before they are burnedi a hole is 
punched through the figure giving 
the value, and the chief clerk's signa- 
ture is torn off. They are packed 
into the furnace while the officials 
look on, the fire is lighted, and in a 
short while a little ash is all that re- 
mains of what at one time repre- 
sented many thousands of British 
sovereigns. 

"The Imperial Bank of Germany 
burns over 100,000,000 notes yearly. 
It seems, that such a number should 
represent a truly colossal sum; but, 
then, many of them are for small 
amounts and the majority for not 
more than five marks. 

"Twelve million pounds is the 
amount representing the uunual de- 
struction of G00.0OO notes of the 
Bank of France. They used to be 
burned in a cage rotating over a huge 
Are, but now they are reduced to a 
pulp in the pretence of several di- 
rectors, after being punched and 
stamped 'canceled.' Such destruc- 
tions take place every fortnight."

The Princeton Banner gives this 
account of a disastrous tire in 
Princeton: 

"Wednesday, fire broke out at 
the foundry and machine shops of 
C. W. Metcalfe, located at the in- 
tersection of the Illinois Central 
railroad and the Cadiz highway. On 
account of the long-continued dry 
spell and the intense heat of the past 
few days the timber composing the 
structure was as dry as tinder and 
easely ignited. It is said that a 
short while before the fire was dis- 
covered an engine was in on the 
foundry's aide rack, and tire drop- 
ped either by this locomotive or by 
the fast train that passed out a few 
minutes before is thought to have 
ignited the grass and thus the fire 
was communicated to a pile of 
timber that lay against the foundry 
walls; when discovered it had 
gained considerable headway, and 
on account ol the lack of fire pro- 
tection it was only a lew minutes 
till the entirestructurewas wrapped 
n Hames. The two ice-plants were 
situated only about 50 feet from the 
burning building, and it was seen 
that unless the wind changed they 
also were doomed. A strong wind 
was blowing the whole time from 
the South. The foundry and ma- 
chine shops were owned by C. \V. 
Metcalfe, the F. W. Darby heirs, 
the McNary heirs and Dr. J. A. 
Akin, and were worth abeut$l5,000 
As there was no insurance carried 
on these the loss was quite a heavy 
one. The ice plants were owned by 
C.W. Metcalte and wife, Thomas 
Metcalfe and Frank Monroe of 
Hopkinsville; John C.Gates and Dr. 
Sulivan of this city, and were elec- 
ted at a boost of about.18,000. Four 
thousand five hundred dollars in- 
surance was carried on these. 

The new plant had just got it 
good running shape and an exten- 
sive business had been built up in 
the surrounding towns. 

Mr. Metcalfe became overheated 
and for a while was in quite a ser- 
ious condition. The loss of those two 
industries will be keenly felt in our 
city, as employment was given to a 
large number of men. It is the gen- 
eral belief that both ice plant and 
foundry will be rebuilt, but this 
could hardly be accomplished in 
less than a year or more.

salaried attorneys whose business 
s to justify every burden it chooses 
to lay upon the people. There 
nothing like competition to restrain 
the avarice of corporation of this 
kind. The city council a year ago 
had an opportunity to regulate the 
Cumberland company as it will 
have to be regulated by thi 
cil or the next council. V 
already seen enough to realize that 
nothing but constant vigilance and 
a prompt exposure of its purposes 
will prevent violation of its contract 
or agreement with the city 

Councilman Galbreath, one of the 
members of the council who made 
the present agreement with the 
telephone people, says any attempt 
to change the present rates of ser- 
vice by requiring long contracts or 
increasing rates will be a violati 
of the agreement under which the 
telephone company is doing busi 
ness in the city. 

Mr. Galbreath showed considera- 
ble impatience towards the 
phone company in discussing the 
matter, and authorizes the state- 
ment that he will, if the people 
want it, be one of four members to 
take immediate action. He says he 
will not only vote to sell a franchise 
limiting charges, but will vote to 
approve the sale, The franchise 
sold last year limited charges as 
follows: Business oflices. single 
lines $3; party lines $2.50; profes- 
s ion a 1 offices, single lines. $2.5" 
party lines $2,00; residences, single 
lines $1.50; party lines fl. A) 
party lines limited to two on a line 
These rates were based on sched 
ules in other cities with competitive 
rates and but for the rejection ol 
the franchise the subscribers o' 
Hopkinsville exchange would be 
now saving $350 to $400 a monthjon 
telephones. If other councilmen 
take the same commendable view 
ot the matter that Mr. Galbreath 
now does, relief is in sight for the 
people without waiting for a new 
councii to be elected. The cry of 
"two telephones" will not frighten 
the people, who are determined to 
have lower rates and better service. 
Let every voter refuse his support 
to any candidate who will not pub- 
licly pledge himself to sell and con- 
firm a franchise reducing and lim 
irges. If the Cumberland 
people buy it. well and gotid. 
some other company buys it, then 
we will still have but one company, 
unless the Cumberland decide* tc 
accept a franchise on the same 
terms.

Of the State of Mississippi. 

The Mist-ifeH'ppi oVpnrtincnt of 
archives and history has Mceived a 
valuable con) ri but ion to tho killer) 
of portraits of distinguish) d lii-loi- 
ical personages trf the state, h i- mi 
elaborate oil painting of Qteenttotn 
Leflore, the Choctaw cbteitab), 
the New Orleans Ro»J unt'. Tin 
painting was done by a granijdaugh- 
teT of the old chief, Miss Florence 
Ray. Leflore was the last of file great 
chiefs of his tribe who ruled the tiib< 
of the Chortaws before they mi- 
grated to the western reservations. 
Leflorf was the son of Louis Le I 'U nr. 
a French Canadian who catne to the 
Mis-iteippi territory in the early day* 
and settled and married at) Indian 
maiden, daughter of the then ihief 
of the Choctaws. He was born in 
1800. 

As soon as he was old Mutiigh Le- 
flore's father sent him to Nashville 
to school, where he remained until 
he was 1 < years of age. Hen turned to 
Mississippi in 1817. At the age of 8 4 
he was chosen chief of the tribe. Cue 
of his most important act* as chief 
was his advocacy of the celebrated 
treaty of Dancing Rabbit ( reek. In 
return for his valuable services in 
peaceably adjusting the differences 
between the Indian- tribes and the 
government Leflore wtagran ted sev- 
eral large tracts of land by treaty wiih 
the government. Th. se binds wi re 
located in what it ittrtrTjCitorc crinntj, 
which takes its name from the old 
chief. At one time he represented 
Carroll county in the legislature of 
the state.

ONE'S VOCABULARY. 

Can Be Easily Estimated by Consult- 
ing a Pocket Dictionary. 
Then- often appears in print au 
item wlii. li reads somewhat like thia: 
An ordinary man will nay everything 
that any occasion talis for with a vo- 
cabulary of 1,000 words. Of these he 
commonly uses but 4<M) or 500, re- 
senting t lie remainder for the emer- 
gency i>f ,in idea out of his usual line 
of thought. 

In eccordanoe with this is a state- 
ment once ma<!<> by a speaker at an 
educational meeting: "The best ed- 
ucated person in this room will not 
use more than Coo or 7iW> words." 
And he added that an ignorant mar 
wonld noi use mure ilian ;i(W) or I Oft. 
Some years ago a writer in the Thau- 
tauqtian said: "It is Miniated thai 
an English farm-hand ha- a vocab- 
ulary limited to 'MM words. At 
American workman who reads th< 
newspapers mar command from 7<M> 
to 1.1*10 words Five thousand 
large number, even for an educated 
reader or a speaker." This i« • Mep 
forward, yet it still seems a far cry 
to Shakespeare's vocabulary of 15,000 
words, or even to Milton's 0.00O. 

Anyone may, says the Indianapo- 
lis Journal, with a little trouble, cli- 
mate the number of words whose 
meanings would !,.• plain to him in 
print or speech. Of the writer's vo- 
cabulary an estimate was made in 
this way: An abridged dictionary 
was used because almost all unusu- 
al words won'd thereby he at once 
eliminated 

Under each letter of the alphabet a 
page or more of words was selected at 
random and counted. A separate rec- 
ord was kept of primitive and deriv- 
ative word-. That is, among tin 
former was put measur*; among the 
latter measurable, measurablenaaa, 
measurably, measurer, measureless, 
measurement, measurer, unmeasur- 
able, and unmeasured. Compound 
word*, whose meanings were olearh 
indicated by their component, wen 
omitted; as, clock-work, draught 
horse, hard-earned. Counting thii 
way an average of 20 primitive and 
35 derivative words was found 
each page. This w .uld make, t 
being 814 pages of vocabulary in the 
dictionary, a total of 1(5,246 of the 
former and' 28,490 of the latter, or ah 
moat 45,000 in all. 

Next was taken a page in each let 
ter and on it were counted the words 
which it seemed any person of aver- 
age intelligence would be able to use 
and understand. Ol 24 page* there 
were 268 primitive words and 221 
derivative, or nearly 9.000 in all of 
the former and more than 7,000 of 
the latter. And lastly war made 
count of very common words, such i 
even a poorly educated person cou 
hardly escape knowing, and they 
were found to number 5,700 primi- 
tive and 3.200 derivative. No prop 
er names were included in any of th< 
countings. » ^ _ 

It would therefore jeem to follow*, 
if what we are told, of the vocabu 
laries of Shake-peare and Milton he 
correct, that a pprson of average ed 
neat ion to-day know- at lea-t as many 
words as did the former, and one 
whose school oppoi t unit tea ban 
been quite limited If capable of walk 
ing beside the latter in this respect 
As regards ideas and the ability toex 
press them, however, the differenci 
may be world wide.
